Director's Notes 


Dylan Thomas was born in Swansea in 1913. His 
relatives lived in Carmarthenshire and he later moved 
to Laugharne, a fishing village in that area. There 
he lived and wrote from his boathouse overlooking the 
river Taf. The very earthy, sometimes funny, sometimes 
eccentric characters who make up the play are said to 
have come from the friends and townspeople of this 
little seaside village. The play is rich with imagery 
and musical language. 


The characters are intended to be not only Welsh 
but universal. They are who they are because they live 
in the tiny town, where the range of vision is limited. 
Their close environment lends itself to gossip, and 
they all know too much about each other. They are in- 
evitably and closely linked together. 


The sea is dominant in the play, as though the 
little town lay snuggled in along the mountainside off 
Carmarthen Bay and the rest of the world lay unknown to 
it. Reverend Eli describes the little town of Llareggub 
as "a bit of stone with seaweed spread where the gulls 
come to be lonely". In the course of the play we see 
the sleepy town wake, go through its active day and 
settle itself again into "the bawdy night".
